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Porcelain Condensation and Pontics* 
By Claude R. Baker, B.A., M.S., D.D.S.,7 Seattle, Washington 


provided by well condensed properly- 
glazed porcelain is within the range 
of physiological acceptance when in con- 
tinuous contact with the oral mucosa. 
Dewey and Zugsmith’, and Immen- 
kamp*, and others have examined the 
tissue reaction about porcelain implants 
with special consideration given to the 
behavior of epithelium. Their work 
would conclude that porcelain contact 
does not participate in the activities of 
surrounding tissue, rather it is a foreign 
body apart from the living tissue and is 
non-irritating. This type of investigation 
is to be complimented, and it has been 
suggested that an adoption of similar 
scientific methods be more widely em- 
ployed in clinical study throughout the 
field of restorative dentistry*. Dental 
clinicians of wide experience with a crit- 
ical eye to tissue reactions have for a 
half-century consistently reported porce- 
lain to be the material of choice when 
used in contact with the dental ridge 
mucosa. 
Credit is due the scientist and clinician 
alike in the acquired krowledge concern- 
ing the porcelains used in dental restora-

tive treatment. These dental ceramics ap- 
pear to be insoluble in the mouth fluids, 
the material being much like a glass. Of 
the major ingredients, kaolin, flint, and 
feldspar, the latter is the lowest in soften- 
ing temperature acting as the flux and 
determining the fusion temperature. Ac- 
cording to Skinner*, and others agree as 
well®°7*, the feldspar may be responsible 
for the development of fine inclusion 
bubbles in the fired mass, or they may be 
due to occluded air as well. Of the 
knowledge concerning the chemical and 
physical reactions during firing, or of the 
so-called pyrochemical reaction, there is 
much to be acquired from future inves- 
tigation. 

The structure of porcelain concerns us 
because of the tendency toward the in- 
clusion of voids or pores or blebs of vary- 
ing size. In fact, the major effort in the 
manipulation of dental porcelains is di- 
rected toward their exclusion insofar as 
it is possible to do so. Clark® describes 
porcelain as having a vesicular structure 
rather than being porous. The true spe- 
cific gravity or density of the porcelain is 
constant for and independent of the 
method of condensation, according to 
Sayre® and verified by Gonon and Lak- 
ermance®. It is the apparent specific 
gravity or density of the material with 
respect to the surface density of the com- 
pletely vitrified mass that directly influ- 
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ences the degree of tissue irritability. 

Porosity is our major concern with re- 
spect to condensation. Now, these con- 
tained voids or pores in the fired structure 
do not intercommunicate, and if they 
occur in quantity and are grossiy macro- 
scopic superficially we may refer to the 
piece as being of poor vesicular structure 
or poorly condensed for clinical use. If 
the voids are small and few and if the 
work is properly fired, the surface will 
be continuous and smooth. Under such 
circumstance we assume the condensa- 
tion to be of high degree. We know that 
material of this choice is clinically ac- 
ceptable for contact with soft tissue. It 
is agreed that the voids are probably 
caused by two means: (1) poor conden- 
sation of the particles preparatory to fir- 
ing and (2) entrapped gases or air lib- 
erated by the feldspar or flux during 
firing. Something can be done about air 
and moisture inclusions, they are the two 
factors in manipulation with which we 
deal. We are at the mercy of the manu- 
facturer insofar as consistency of ma- 
terials is involved, that factor in relia- 
bility for uniform firing results*. With 
what knowledge is open to us at the pres- 
ent time, there is ample justification to 
substantiate the assumption that a higher 
degree of condensation will reduce the 
voids in size and in number. 


SYSTEMATIZED PROCEDURE 


Technically our objective becomes the 
establishment of a systematized simple 
procedure which will first produce a mass 
of porcelain in which the particles are in 
the closest possible relationship. In order 
to accomplish this it becomes sound logic 
to proceed by baring the problem clean 
of as many human technical responsi- 
bilities as possible—and if this is done, 
to expect results consistently closer to 
clinical approval. The nature of the ma- 
terial requires that a plastic mass be de- 
veloped first. In so doing clean water is 
the most convenient medium and is used 
because of its high surface tension and 
low viscosity. Most ceramists agree that 
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the plastic mass should be relatively uni- 
form and as completely iree of air traps 
as possible. This is a matter largely of 
personal selection as to the method used. 
Gill’ considers it advantageous to soak 
the porcelain in water for a time and 
suggests that it assists in eliminating air 
bubbles. Hagen’* advocates mechanical 
spatulation of the mix followed by sub- 
mission to low atmospheric pressure pre- 
paratory to use. Personally, I like to use 
the method suggested by Granger’, 
wherein the porcelain is mixed with dis- 
tilled water, submitted to low atmo- 
spheric pressure, and then stored in 
tightly corked bottles for a period of 
time before use. By so doing, small 
amounts of certain ingredients become 
dissolved to form a “slip”, and the ma- 
terial is always ready for immediate use. 

Practically all of the more common 
methods in popular use for condensation 
take advantage of particle agitation in 
some physical form. This vibration ap- 
pears to be the most desirable. Particu- 
larly is this true when the moist porcelain 
is vibrated within a confining matrix. 
The vibration method alone takes ad- 
vantage of gravity and the high surface 
tension of water. The force of gravity is 
active only because the particles are 
heavier than the water they displace to 
which may be added that pressure at- 
tributed to the confinement within sur- 
rounding walls. It follows that without 
complete confinement this force is slight 
in comparison with that exerted by the 
surface tension of water. I disagree in 
point with Clark who states that, “Sur- 
face moisture should be absorbed by 
touching the work lightly, avoiding pres- 
sure. Excessive pressure may disturb the 
particle arrangement that has already 
taken place”.® In contrast, the addition 
of pressure to a porcelain mass that is 
properly hydrated and rigidly confined 
during vibration constitutes the basic 
factor of importance in the technic sug- 
gested in this paper. Of the two physical 
forces available in assisting condensation, 
ie., gravity and surface tension—we are 
adding to gravity. Such procedure is 
easily adapted to building a bulk of 
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porcelain for “tips” for fixed partial den- 
ture prosthesis. 


TOOTH SUBSTITUTES 


A large number of the modern fixed 
bridge treatments require the use of tooth 
substitutes or pontics wherein a_ stock 
porcelain facing is first selected to most 
nearly meet the aesthetic demand. It 
must be reshaped and fashioned to suit 
individual case requirements. A porce- 
lain “tip” is built to serve the gingival ex- 
tension. Since this portion remains in 
continuous contact with the soft tissue, 
this “tipping” procedure will require 
well-condensed, properly fused and sur- 
faced porcelain in order to fulfill the 
physiological requirement. (It is not 
within the scope of this paper to discuss 
the shape of the tip area with respect to 
the ridge contact—that factor which 
must be seriously considered with regards 
to the hygienic possibilities of the pontic. ) 

The usual procedure for adding a bulk 
of porcelain to a bridge facing in the 
gingival area makes use of a technic 
whereby a facing holder of varying me- 
chanical design holds the porcelain fac- 
ing in a fixed position with respect to a 
table or shelf of metal upon which the 
added porcelain is built. The prepared 
porcelain mix is brought to the table and 
built to overcontour. Condensation of 
varying degree is usually acquired by vi- 
bration of the mass and blotting away of 
the excess vehicle. Actually, the “tip” is 
built upside down. The vibration causes 
the highest degree of condensation near 
the surface of the table—that area where 
high condensation plays the least impor- 
tant role. Lesser density is acquired near 
the peripheral extents of the mass—that 
area which will function in contact with 
soft tissue. Manipulation of the mass by 
such a technic requires continued fa- 
miliarity with the material if reasonably 
good and consistent results are to be ex- 
pected. It requires a high degree of spe- 
cialized skill to pile up porcelain and 
condense it properly, and because of this, 
its use is often curtailed when clinically 
indicated. 


It is necessary to mention herein com- 
mon practices frequently resorted to in a 
very earnest effort to refinish porcelain 
that manifests poor surfacing. For the 
sake of ground for common understand- 
ing, let us select that “tip” bulk which 
has been built up, but which upon grind- 
ing to shape exhibits surface voids visible 
to the naked eye in the high biscuit state. 
In such instances resurfacing is obviously 
necessary and is usually attempted in one 
or a combination of the following man- 
ners: (1) by rubbing or ironing in porce- 
lain powder, (2) by painting on a sur- 
face of porcelain mix of the same or 
lower fusing body and employing indi- 
vidual methods of attempting condensa- 
tion, or (3) by firing an “overglaze” of 
low-fusing material. These attempts vary 
in consistency even in the hands of the 
experienced. Probably the most common 
practice employed by dental technicians 
is the use of “overglaze” materials. This, 
of course, renders a surface that may ob- 
tain a very fine gloss appearance, but it 
is a pure clinical fake for use on pontic 
tips. In clinical use it is not consistently 
insoluble. True, it may find occasional 
acceptance in varying applications on 
dental porcelain restorations in areas 
that do not continuously remain in con- 
tact with the oral mucosa. Furthermore, 
it is distinctly a time-consuming disad- 
vantage to acquire a bulk of porcelain for 
a pontic tip application that must be re- 
worked and refined in order to provide a 
suitable surface. The marketing of den- 
tal bridge facings that provide an estab- 
lished gingival surplus bulk completely 
fired which may be ground to shape 
serves as an aid for many operations but 
it does not solve the problem. They must 
be resurfaced and fired. 


TECHNIC 


The technic suggested as follows may 
be employed for the manipulation of 
dental porcelain to be adapted to the 
ridge mucosa for such procedures as in 
the construction of pontic root tips. It is 
the outgrowth of the correlation of 
knowledge of the material and laboratory 
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and clinical experience. The technic is 
simple, and herein lies its merit. 

A sectional facing mold is designed 
and created. This mold serves as a clamp 
to hold the facing rigidly in position while 
providing a space in the tip area which, 
in effect, forms a continuous matrix with- 
in which the porcelain is easily brought 
to a high degree of condensation. One 
sectional clamp of this character within 
which three molds are provided, one for 
anteriors, one for cuspids, and one for 
molars, becomes practically universal in 
application. The tip area of the pontic 
mold is lubricated or lined with tinfoil 
(.0005) and the selected facing clamped 
to position. The pontic mold is held on 
the table of a mechanical vibrator and 
the prepared porcelain mix is fed into 
the tip recess. The recess is completely 
filled and as vibration is continued the 
excess moisture is blotted away. When 
vibration no longer brings moisture to 
the surface of the mass, additional pres- 
sure will usually drive a bulk of water to 
the surface. A convenient speedy labora- 
tory procedure for accomplishing this is 
to use the blade of a wide stellite spatula 
pressing flatly down against the porcelain 
mass at the open end of the mold com- 
pleting the rigid confinement. The hand 
pressure application in this act will aver- 
age about fifteen pounds. A single layer 
of clean toweling carried in around the 
spatula will absorb the excess moisture 
when pressure is applied. The mold is 
unlocked, separated, and the work re- 
leased. The tinfoil, if used, is stripped. 
The built-on addition of porcelain is 
carved to oversize dimension preparatory 
to firing. The work is fired to a high bis- 
cuit in accordance with prescribed stand- 
ardized procedure, after which it is 
ground to shape to suit the individual 
clinical requirement. The work is pol- 
ished smooth with a mixture of finely 
ground silex and water. A full glaze is 
recommended when porcelain is used for 
pontic tips and constitutes that balanced 
time and temperature arrangement 
whereby the pyrochemical reaction just 
reaches a stage wherein complete vitrifi- 
cation occurs*?5:2 12:14, 


There exists to date no scientific or re- 
sponsible test for truthfully evaluating 
the correlation between the method of 
porcelain manipulation and the resultant 
degree of condensation. The value of the 
roentgenogram as a test may be ques- 
tioned; however, this method proved to 
be the most practical and trustworthy for 
making clinical gross comparisons. Two 
hundred samples were made using the 
technic herein described and compared 
with other more common methods of 
procedure in making porcelain additions. 
The 2mm. ground sections from a num- 
ber of differing technical methods were 
exposed on the same film. A correlation 
was attempted whereby a comparison 
was made based upon the apparent de- 
gree of resistance to the roentgen ray. 
Accepting this test at its face value, ad- 
mittedly not scientific, it demonstrated 
that the “tips” built on by the technic 
herein described exhibited greater ap- 
parent density. 


SUMMARY 


The technic described for bulk porce- 
lain addition to manufactured facings is 
recommended for the following reasons: 

1. In the light of the present knowl- 
edge of porcelain properties coupled with 
clinical experience, it makes good sense. 

2. The technic is simple and requires 
only the addition of a suitable rigid pon- 
tic mold to any laboratory armamen- 
tarium. 

3. The inexperienced may expect to 
produce a ceramic vesicularity and sur- 
face comparable to those who have for a 
long period of time been in frequent con- 
tact with the manipulation of the ma- 
terial. 

4. Properly followed out, the technic 
provides additional pressure to that of 
gravity in assisting the condensation fac- 
tor. It is suggested as an easy and con- 
venient means of adapting these princi- 
ples in porcelain applications to pontics 
or “tip” additions for fixed partial den- 
tures.

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EDITORIAL 


DOES YOUR CONSCIENCE BOTHER YOU? 


At the recent meeting of the House of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association, a resolution was passed which directed the Council on Legislation 
to oppose the inclusion of the dental profession in the federal social security 
program. In the words of the resolution, “. . . the real security of the profession- 
ally self-employed lies within the individual and in his contribution to the com- 
munity rather than any government-sponsored system of old age insurance.” 

Not having the facilities at hand for conducting a poll of the dentists in 
this area, the writer can only guess as to the number who, if the matter was 
put to a vote, would vote for this high-sounding resolution. We have a feeling, 
however, that there would be a substantial number who would vote to be 
included in the federal program of old age assistance. Sentiment doesn’t change 
that rapidly and it was only a year ago that the Chicago Dental Society went 
on record as favoring the inclusion of dentists in such a program. 

There are only two avenues open to a dentist who is on his uppers; he must 
depend either upon his government or upon his professional brethren for aid 
and sustenance. If the House’s action means anything, government assistance 
is out, and that in turn leads us right up to the American Dental Association 
Relief Fund. The way this is undersubscribed each year is a national disgrace. 
To bring it right home: last year’s quota for Illinois was $7,640,000.00 and 
contributions amounted to only $4,494.00. Chicago alone should have con- 
tributed that much. 

So far this year, contributions have been encouraging. The old dependables, 
who subscribe year after year, have on the whole doubled their subscriptions. 
But there still are hundreds who haven’t contributed. Does your conscience 
bother you? Then start the New Year right by sending in that check. 


PACK UP YOUR TROUBLES 


Perhaps everyone of us, at one time or another, has taken a course in memory 
training or, if we haven’t, we should. We’ve wanted to train our minds to 
remember names as well as faces. This fault is particularly apparent with pro- 
fessional people.

utting the Socialized State Medicine 
foot in the door, so to speak, is the 
first step to losing all of our freedoms. 

The Business Men’s Association had 
taken a firm stand against socialized 
medicine and dentistry at its first sug- 
gestion, not because we particularly love 
the doctors. Hell, no! But because of 
the fact that we are only three or four 
days behind them, it behooves us to see 
to it that none of it ever gets a start. We 
must go all out against any part of it. 

I’m _ concerned, deeply concerned. 
This great nation of ours got off the track 
some place along the line. Where, I don’t 
know. John T. Flynn, in his book, Men 
of Wealth, says that John D. Rockefeller 
started us down the wrong road in 1872. 
E. S. Pillsbury of St. Louis says that we 
took the wrong turn in 1913 when the 
Federal Reserve Act was passed and we 
substituted debt-backed currency for 
gold-backed currency. Uncle Joe—Stalin, 
that is—says we never were on the right 
track and adds—I’m using a liberal in- 
terpretation of his remark—‘“There isn’t 
any point in going to war with the 
United States. Capitalism is destroying 
itself from within much faster than Soviet 
arms could destroy it from without.” The 
sad part of what Stalin says is that it’s 
much too close to the truth. We actually 
are destroying ourselves from within. 

What do I mean? How are we de-

stroying ourselves? I ask you business 
men to compare the way business was 
done in this country 15 years ago with 
the way it is done today. Then if you 
will project that curve into the future, 
I believe even the doubting Thomases, if 
there be any among you, will be con- 
vinced that another few years of travel 
down the same road in the same direc- 
tion at the same rate of speed will en- 
tirely eliminate freedom of enterprise 
from the American scene. And, ladies 
and gentlemen, if we ever lose freedom 
of enterprise, all of our other freedoms, 
freedom of speech, freedom of religion, 
freedom of assembly and so on, will go 
along with it. All of our freedoms are 
wrapped up in the same package. 

Why is this country where it is on the 
road to the left, the road away from con- 
stitutional government and freedom of 
enterprise? The answer, in my judgment, 
can be given in one word: ignorance. Not 
nearly enough of the American people 
understand the facts of life concerning 
our capitalistic system. 

Who’s to blame for this? 

I'd put some blame on our educational 
system. I’d put some more of it on the 
people themselves. I’d put more of the 
blame on our two major parties and I’d 
reserve the major share of the blame for 
this economic ignorance for business men. 
I say that because in my book it’s up to 
each business man, small or large, to see 
to it that those on his payroll understand 
what freedom of enterprise is, how it op- 
perates, who benefits and why. I know 
that’s a large order but it’s one which 
must be filled if we wish to avoid slipping 
into national socialism by way of the 
back door. At the conclusion of the Con- 
stitutional Convention in Philadelphia in 
1787, 162 years ago, as Benjamin Frank- 
lin was leaving Independence Hall fol- 
lowing the end of the final session of the 
Convention, he was asked, “What kind of 
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a government have you given us?” He re- 
” plied, “A Republic if you can keep it.” 

Why did Franklin include “if you can 
keep it” as part of his answer? Was it be- 
cause he foresaw that as the country 
grew and prospered under its Republican 
form of government that the people 
would become indifferent to public 
affairs; that as each _ generation 
got further and further away from the 
life and death struggle their forefathers 
had to make to win and hold freedom 
and to advance our frontiers, they would 
become less and less vigilant, most of 
them eventually forgetting entirely that 
“Eternal Vigilance Is the Price of 
Liberty”? - 

I think this is what Franklin foresa 
and is why “if you can keep it” was part 
of his answer. 

We have kept our Republic for quite 
a few years and we can keep it for a far 
greater number of years provided we 
have the wisdom and the courage to do 
what needs to be done. 

Now here is where I rush in where 
“angels fear to tread.” Here’s where I 
get my neck out about 17 feet because 
I’m going to tell you what needs to be 
done. 

First, foremost and above all else we 
must drastically reduce the spending of 
our federal government. 

I’m thoroughly familiar with most, if 
not all, of the reasons why it is impossible 
to reduce federal expenditures and I still 
say the budget must be cut, cut dras- 
tically. 

I know the so-called sacred, untouch- 
able items add up to such and such a 
sum and that if everything aside from 
these special items were eliminated en- 
tirely it would save less than 5 per cent. 
At this point the proponents of big spend- 
ing usually add, “So you see our actual 
cost of government is only 5 per cent of 
the total. All of these other things are 
extras and it’s impossible to do anything 
about them.” That, my friends, in the 
vernacular of the day, is eye-wash, ten- 
cent-store eye-wash. 

There’s only one untouchable item in 
the budget: that is the interest on the 
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public debt. All of the others, each and 
every one of them, can, should and must 
be cut. 

For one thing, every department of 
the government is grossly overstaffed. 
You can walk into the Washington office 
of any of. these departments any hour of 
any day of any week and find at least 50 
per cent of the employees sitting around 
doing nothing. One reason for this is our 
cockeyed civil service setup which bases 
a supervisor’s rate of pay on the number 
of people he has under him. If he has 
six people in his section who don’t have 
anything to do and he can, by some 
hocus pocus, get six more who also 
wouldn’t have anything to do, he gets a 
raise. 

In business, the increases in salary and 
other rewards go to the person who can 
do the most with the least. In govern- 
ment service the rewards go to those who 
can do the least with the most. 

For several years Senator Byrd has 
been telling members of Congress, busi- 
ness men and others how to reduce fed- 
eral spending. He has compiled a great 
mass of interesting data and has his rec- 
ommendations well documented. Now 
the Hoover Commission, after an ex- 
haustive study, is making its report, 
which is pretty much of a blueprint for 
reducing expenditures. So there isn’t any 
doubt that federal spending can be cut. 

Not long ago, after I had spoken at a 
business men’s banquet and said some of 
the things I’m saying tonight, I was told 
by the president of a manufacturing com- 
pany that I was all wet, that everyone 
had more money than he’d ever had be- 
fore, that everyone who wanted to work 
had a job at high wages, that business 
was better than it had ever been and 
that he was in favor of more rather than 
less federal spending. 

My answer to him was, “You remind 
me of the chap who fell off the roof of 
a 20-story building and who called to 
some people in a window on the fourth 
floor as he fell past, ‘I’m all right so 
far.’ ” 

Maybe the spending of our federal 
government is all right so far. Maybe it 
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is. Maybe it still has more than four 
floors to go before disaster strikes. But I 
don’t think so. There are any number of 
reasons why I don’t: The drop in com- 
modity prices, the decrease in farm 
prices, the decline in retail sales, the in- 
crease in unemployment, to mention a 
few. Those are important factors but 
here’s my main reason for believing that 
disaster is not very far ahead unless we 
mend our ways. 

In 1937 it took all the income of all 
the people in two states—Pennsylvania 
and Missouri—to pay the cost of our fed- 
eral government — $7,910,000,000 — for 
one year. 

Ten years later in 1947 it took all of 
the income of all of the people in 25 
states to pay the cost of our federal gov- 
ernment—$42,505,000,000—for one year. 

In 1947 it took all of the income of all 
of the people, that’s right, all of the in- 
come of all of the people in Minnesota, 
Iowa, Indiana, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Idaho, Utah, 
Arizona, Nevada, Washington, Oregon, 
New Hampshire, Connecticut, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Maine to pay the cost of 
our federal government for one year. 

I ask in all seriousness, how much 
further can this creeping paralysis go 
before the economy of our entire country 
is completely paralyzed, before the fed- 
eral government takes over everything 
and everybody? 

It can’t happen here. I say it can hap- 
pen here. We’ve been traveling toward 
it at an ever-increasing rate of speed for 
many years and it’s way past time to 
stop and reverse this headlong rush. The 
place to start is with the budget for fiscal 
1950, which begins next July 1. Every 
item in that budget, including each and 
every one of the so-called untouchables, 
must be drastically red-.ced. 

There are many other phases of this 
problem I would like to discuss but time 
will not permit so I’ll close by giving you 
my definition of our American way of 
life. Here it is: 


Our American way of life is made up 
of many things, bathtubs and automo- 
biles; big cities and small towns; farms 
and victory gardens; mammoth steel 
mills and village machine shops; colossal 
educational institutions and the little red 
school beside the road; churches and hos- 
pitals; railroads and air lines; chewing 
gum and ice cream; department stores 
and crossroad general stores; specialty 
shops and beauty parlors; pool rooms 
and race tracks; Hollywood, Broadway 
and the high school play; laughter and 
sorrow; eagerness and despair and peo- 
ple—amillions of all kinds of people— 
gathered together from all over the 
world, drawn by the magnet of Freedom, 
Opportunity and Justice. 

Our American way of life provides 
each individual an opportunity to go as 
far and climb as high as his willingness 
to work, his skill, ingenuity and integrity 
will carry him. 

Our American way of life recognizes 
that the individual has the right to work 
when and where he wishes, the right to 
worship as he pleases, to speak his mind 
on any subject, to meet with his fellow 
men for any peaceful purpose, to be se- 
cure in his possessions and to have his 
day in a free court. It also recognizes 
that the individual is superior to the 
state, that our public officials are servants 
of the people and that they derive their 
just powers from the consent of the 
people. 

These things taken together created an 
atmosphere of freedom and an economic 
climate which made possible in the 
United States the greatest production 
and diffusion of wealth in the history of 
the world, and the establishment, for even 
the lowest paid workers, of the highest 
standard of living the world has known. 

Why? Because for more than 150 years 
free men in a free country have been 
working together to provide this better 
way of life. Let us hold what they have 
given us and go forward in the sure faith 
that the American way of life is the great- 
est blessing known to mankind any place 
on the face of God’s earth.

U. OF I. RECEIVES 
GRANT 


The University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry has received a grant in the 
amount of $10,368 from the U. S. Public 
Health Service in support of general 
studies involving a genetic aberration in 
the growth pattern of rat dentition and 
skeleton. 

The investigation includes implanta- 
tion experiments with methylcholantrene, 
now being conducted with the purpose of 
testing the reactivity of the accumula- 
tions of odontogenic epithelium which 
characterize the tumor-like formations. 

The studies will be conducted under 
the direction of Dr. Isaac Schour. 


MAIL ORDER 
CONTROL OF CARIES 


The University of Minnesota is seek- 
ing to reduce dental caries by “mail 
order” through its caries laboratory. The 
laboratory, since its establishment as a 
division of the University’s dental school 
in October, 1948, has prescribed treat- 
ment for over 400 patients.  - 

The method of procedure of the lab- 
oratory is to test susceptibility to caries 
by an analysis of samples of the patient’s 
saliva. The patient is contacted through 
his dentist and sends the sample in to the 
laboratory, where a Lactobacillus acido- 
philus count is made. If the count is high 
(50,000 to 1,000,000) the patient is ad- 
vised to restrict his carbohydrate intake 
for two weeks. The theory behind this is 
that acid producing organisms, such as 
Lactobacillus acidophilus, live best in an 
environment having a lot of carbohy- 
drate. 

A second and third diet, each to be

5. The technic reduces the number of 
firings to a minimum. This is clinically 
important since it is accepted that the 
ideal procedure would vitrify porcelain 
in one bake. The prescribed procedure 
herein described brings the porcelain 
body to a high biscuit the first bake. Af- 
ter being ground smoothly to shape, sur- 
faced and cleanly polished it is complete- 
ly vitrified in the second and final bake. 
The high degree of condensation reduces 
shrinkage to a minimum. 

6. Reasonably good tests seem to indi- 
cate that the vesicularity of the fired 
porcelain is good under such treatment. 

7. The surface of the completed body 
properly created is continuous and is not 
broken by pits or irregularity as is not 
uncommonly the case too frequently 
manifest when the inexperienced at- 
tempts to employ a less systematized pro- 
cedure. Long and continuous association 
with the material is not mandatory for a 
resultant surfacing that will qualify well 
within the range of physiological accept- 
ance. 

8. For the practitioner who is called 
upon to use porcelain intermittently in 
such clinical capacity as mentioned, or 
for the expert as well, the technic may 
bear serious consideration.
